Six nations of Europe—France, | 
West Germany, Italy, Belgium, | 
Holland, and Luxembourg—are | 
drawing up a customs union 
which would eliminate all trade 
barriers among themselves and 
establish identical protective 
barriers against non-members. 

They were told in the white 
paper today Britain “could not 
contemplate entering arrange- 
ments which would in principle 
make it impossible for the Unit- 
ed Kingdom to treat imports 
from the Commonwealth at least 
as favorably as those trom 
Europe.” 

Britain thus proposed a com- 
promise “partial free trade 
area” in which other getions 
could associate: with the six- 
ower western European group. 
t would eliminate all tariff 
restrictions among the members 
themselves but allow individual 
nations to maintain their own 
protective barriers against non- 
member countries. 

This would allow .Britain to 
maintain traditional preference 
to tradé with its commonwealth 
partners. To bolster this pref- 
erence, Britain specifically pro- 
posed exemption of agricultural 
products from free trading. 

“The United Kingdom and 
most other European countries 


rotect their home agricuulture 

y one means or another and 
will wish to continue to do so,” 
the white paper said. | 

“The United Kingdom would | 
not in the foreseeable future 
be prepared to remove protec- 
tion in this field, and to admit 
the free entry of foodstuffs as 
is intended for other produc- 
tions, nor would her majesty’s 
government expect other coun- 
tries to take such action. 

“Indeed, it appears to be the 
intention of ‘the Messina pow- 
ers (the six nations in the cus- 
toms union) to institute a reg- 
ulated market for agricultural 
produce rather than a free 
market as is proposed for in- 
dustrial products.” 

Macmillan, who first intro- 
duced the plan at a news con- 
ference last fall, said the free 
trade area would include a uni- 
fied market of 250,000,000 per- 
sons, bigger than the trade 


or Russia. 


40,000 Dogs to Be Killed. 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, Feb. 
7 (UP)—Health Minister Dr. 
Maximo Teran told the Costa 
Rican Congress yesterday it will 
be necessary to destroy 40,000 
dogs to eradicate an outbreak 
of rabies. Congress approved a 
$20,000 appropriation for the 
campaign. One hundr and 
forty-eight persons have been 
bitten by rabid dogs so far. Two 
children have died.

and of justice, risks being replaced by Europe's H-hour of greatest danger since the-end of 
World War II. For a condemnation by the United Nations, however veiled, of the gov- 
ernment of France headed by M. Guy Mollet, whether expressed by a two-thirds or a 
simple majority, would, in our judgment, set lodse a chain reaction leading to the gravest 
consequences not only for the whole of Free Europe, but for the entire Atlantic community.

Anti-American sentiment exists in 
France—and in England too. Those, 
who, like myself, pride themselves as 
your country’s staunch friends and 
admirers, have run into this senti- 
ment in newspaper offices, in govern- 
ment departments, and in the streets. 
Communists have cried it to the skies 
and they have exalted it methodically. 
But you can also find it among many 
non-Communists. It can’t be helped, I 
suppose. You are very rich, very 
powerful, and very efficient. In the 
world of today you are playing a 
dominant role which a country like 
ours was not able to abandon without 
bitterness. We suffer from our in- 
feriority and, quite naturally, we tend 
to sulk proudly behind that superior- 
ity to which we can still cling. My fel- 
low citizens sometimes go as far as to 
criticize you stupidly—for example, 
because you have not built any ca- 
thedrals. As if you were not the de- 
scendants of cathedral builders as 
much as we are, and as if we had 
constructed many cathedrals  our- 
selves since the “Mayflower” crossed 
the ocean. We call you “children” and 
“barbarians” to compensate for the 
fact that we are not as well adapted 
as you are to the modern world. None 
of this has been very important up to 
now. 

Because of what I have heard and 
because of what I now hear every day 
of what is being said in France over 
the past few months—to be exact, 
since the beginning of the Suez crisis 
—I must now tell you that all this is 
becoming important. The enemies of 
NATO would not be so noisily trium- 
phant when they write that “the At- 
lantic Pact has practically seen its 
day” if they did not feel that their 
chances were improving. 

Franco-American friendship is in 
danger. If your Government were to 
associate itself through its vote with 
those who have undertaken to drive us 
from Africa, it would receive a blow 
from which it would require a long 
time, a very long time, and perhaps 
too long a time, to recover. 

Here, I do not intend to offer a crit- 
ical review of your policy in the 
Middle East. It has not been an easy 
game for you to play and it is not an 
easy one today. It is quite normal that 
you have given your interests priority 
over ours when your interests and ours 
conflicted. But it is not at all certain 
that you played the right card. It is 
not at all certain that you made a 
profitable deal by blowing up that 
paper bag, Nasser, by refusing to give 
him money for the Assouan Dam and 
pushing him onto the Suez Canal. It 
is not at all certain that you made a 
wise move by paralyzing, through ma- 
noeuvers which were probably more 
hesitant and. contradictory than Mach- 
javellian, the efforts that we French 
and English were making to preserve 
our rights and our prestige. It is not 
at all certain that it was a clever move 
to puff up that paper bag once again 
after it had collapsed through a pin- 
prick by Israel and ourselves. 

At price, you want to stop the 
Soviet st aimed at 20,000,000 tons 
of petroleunr reserves in the Middle 
East—which will be indispensable to 
you ten years from now—and aimed 
at the Persian Gulf. 

Our interests are the same as yours. 
Our need for petroleum is even more

May the American people also understand that an abstention by the United States gov- 
ernment on the occasion of any vote in the United Nations on this issue may, in a very 
real sense, risk. being interpreted in this critical hour and in many responsible quarters as 
a further sign of an already suspected lack of moral support of a United Europe's future. 
May America, and others throughout the free world, remember the words of a noted histo-

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the Arab world to be drunk with their 
new independence, reconciled with the 
West and ready to stand alongside you 
to defend the free world against the 
Communist menace. As for France 

. well, it’s too bad. Three hundred 
million Moslems, you say, are stronger, 
than 40,000,000 Frenchmen. 

Perhaps. Twenty million Egyptians 
against two million Israelis produced a 
beautiful Marathon race across the 
Sinai Peninsula. Suppose Nasser was 
really on your side, would he hold out 
any longer against 200,000,000 Russians 
than against 2,000,000 Israelis? The 
fact is that Nasser had sold out to the 
Russians. You say that does not pre- 
vent him from selling out to you to- 
morrow? Probably. But this won’t 
stop him from selling out to the Rus- 
sians once again the day after tomor- 
row. In the Middle East and with man- 
ufactured naffons, you are trying to 
build a wall of sand, a crumbling for- 
tress which even your iron fist will not 


be able to keep standing because it will 


dribble through your fingers. 

Are those newly emancipated nations 
really an asset to the free world? What 
should worry you is that the Soviet 
Union is playing exactly the same card 
as you are. You want to make a ram- 
part out of these emancipated countries 
of Asia and Africa, but Russia wants to 
turn them into a battering ram to be 
used against you. Is national indepen- 
dence a vaccine against Communism? 
China is the greatest conquest ever 
made by Communism — the China 
which, throwing off its Western over- 
lords, gained its national independence 
under Sun Yat Sen and Chiang Kai 
Shek. Have you forgotten that disap- 
pointment? 

‘Communism exploits anti-Western 
nationalism in countries still under 
European administration or in newly 
emancipated ones because, for the time 
being, it is the most effective weapon 
available. Do you believe that only our 
departure is needed to soothe this na- 
tionalism? It will merely become 
prouder and more aggressive because 
of its very “victories” and it will turn 
against you because you will be there 
instead of us. “U.S. go home.” Do 
you believe that Moscow will be unable 
to revive this slogan and use it against 
your technicians, your military camps, 
your air-bases, and even your char- 
itable missions? And then too, the 
“under-developed countries” have oth- 
er worries besides the presence of for- 
eigners. Swollen by our departure and 
multiplied by the disorders of an infant 
“democracy” and the helplessness of 
governments which have yet to grow 
up, economic problems will provide the 
Soviet Union with the means of sub- 
version which should be quite suffi- 
cient against improvised nations, who 
are without strength or foundations or, 
as in the case of some already existing 
in the Middle East, are. bloated by 
monstrous privileges. A chain of Jor- 
dans and Yemens stretching from India 
to the Atlantic Ocean .. . is that your 
wall against Communism? 

I know. You will pay. You will 
never pay enough. Between you ahd 
the Soviet Union, the “under- 
developed” countries will offer them- 
selves to the highest bidder. Despite 
appearances, the masters of the 
U.S.S.R. can offer more than you in 
this bidding. Because they ean make 
lavish gifts at the price of reducing 
their own people to misery if the stake 
is big enough—and it is. Becduse they 
look poor when compared to you, and 
it is always the rich man who is 
hated. Because they are harder, slyer, 
more unscrupulous and more danger-

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ous, and because fear always adds to 
prestige. Because, while you could, if 
you wanted to promise our remains 
to your new friends, they can promise 
yours ... and that is a much bigger 
prize. Because, though their positién 
in the world, and by their very 
doctrine, they can make the eyes of 
miserable fanatical mobs glitter with 
any and all hopes—peace or conquest, 
warlike austerity or material com- 
fort, freedom or power, Canaan or 
Apocalypse. Because they can always 
promise while you can only give. 
Under the eyes of 300,000,000 
Moslems you humiliated us in front 
of Nasser. At one and the same time, 


‘you ruined Franco-British interests in 


the Middle East and the prestige of 
that Western world to which you be- 
long. A little later, as is usually the 
case, you suddenly noted that the 
Russians are standing at the edge of 
this vacuum (for it is a vacuum) 
which you have created and that now 
this vacuum must be filled. By taking 
sides against us in Algeria, you will 
create another vacuum in North Af- 
rica with the Russians waiting: to fill 
it once again. Perhaps you believe 
that the worst risk you run, after all, 
is that of being forced to replace us 
and nothing more. There are French- 
men who. believe that this possibility 
is not a completely unpleasant one in 
your eyes. Be careful! It would not be 
wise, once again, for you to look as if, 
they could claim to be right. 


The attitude that your country will 
take in the Algerian debate before the 
U.N. will be much more binding upon 
you and upon us than you may think. 
It deserves careful thought. You may 
be wrong in relying too much upon 
our need for you. This need is re- 
ciprocal. We cannot break the Atlantic 


‘front, but you cannot break it either. 


The shattering of the links between 
Europe and the United States would 
be the beginning not only of our end 
but of yours. 


No one can deprive an old and still- 
proud nation of the only future worthy 
of its past, without running the risk of 
driving this nation, perhaps against its 
own interests, to the point of unpre- 
dictable emotional reactions. 

In Africa, France is fighting for her 
last chance. Between her African vo- 
cation and her friendship for America, 
do not force her to make a choice.

The Tangled Council 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NO LONG-RANGE 
PLANNING IN 10 
YEARS IN COUNTY 

was a headline which should have 
shocked many people, especially 
members of the St. Louis County 
Council. 

It is almost unthinkable that a dy- 
namic metropolitan area which has 
more than doubled in population 
since its out-of-date master plan was 
formulated should be permitted to 
continue developing in huge strides 
without the benefit of a revised 
master plan and complete re-zoning. 

As an onlooker at County Council 
meetings I have noted that this ex- 
tremely important policy-making 
group is forced to devote about three 
fourths of its meeting time to what 
should be routine zoning matters. 

Certainly it is important that 
someone wants to sell his corner as 
a filling station site and that his 
neighbors oppose the use of the land 
for a gas station or that someone 
else with a larger tract of ground 
zoned for half-acre development 
wants to divide it into 7500-square- 
foot lots so more families can move 
in and jam already overcrowded 
schools. 

But the highest legislative body 
fn the county should not have to 
listen to the wrangles over re-zoning 
requests which probably would not 
have been submitted in the first 
place if St. Louis county had proper 
zoning and the County Council 
adopted a firm policy of upholding 
the ordinance. 

The County Planning Department 
does not have sufficient staff to 
bring the master plan up to date 
and to construct a new zoning dis- 
trict map but if these were pre- 
og by consultants the staff could 

eep them current and devote some 
time to actual planning. 

As long as the County Council re- 
mains tangled in the web of zoning 
appeals, I do not see how the Coun- 
cilmen can hope to devote sufficient 
time to a thorough study of charter 
revision to propose workable amend- 
ments.

While I deplore the cold shoulder 
tendered King Saud, I cannot help 
but feel that it could have been 
foreseen and, perhaps, prevented.

White House Warnings 


President Eisenhower made a large budget of 
news at his Wednesday press conference. His 
views on a half dozen subjects will be studied 
and debated. In some instances they surely will 
be acted on promptly. 

Entering directly into the problem of getting 
oil to Europe now that the Middle Eastern 
supply is blocked in the Suez Canal, the Presi- 
dent served a virtual ultimatum on the powers 
that be in the Texas oil industry. 

Correspondents at the press conference noted 
that President Eisenhower spoke on this subject 
with “unusual firmness.” Well he might. A 
Southern state that has supported him twice at 
the polls, and otherwise has been notably close 
to the President's regime, has done precious 
little to co-operate with the Administration, in 
getting the oil it so urgently needs to Europe. 

The current need is for more crude oil from 
the Texas wells for shipment overseas. Prob- 
ably the most effective block is at the Texas 
Railroad Commission—the state utility regula- 
tory body—which so far has resisted appeals 
from Washington to prorate more crude oil 
from present wells to relieve the oil famine in 
Europe. 

About all this the President was commend- 
ably blunt. He said that if the oil industry 
does not do all it can to meet the emergency 
created by the Middle East blockade, the federal 
authority in Washington would have no choice 
but to make itself effective. And he specific- 
ally pointed out that the Chief Executive has 
powers that enable him to move into the field 
of oil proration by the states. 

On the danger of inflation, President Eisen- 
hower was equally plain spoken. He was not 
talking pretty words, he said in effect, when 
he warned against spiraling wage and price 
rises in his State of the Union messages. He 
was issuing a sober warning. 

Yet business and labor give little sign of heed- 
ing the White House warning and so the Presi- 
dent told the press conference that federal wage 
and price controls may turn out to be the alter- 
native. He made it clear that he is opposed to 
such controls—indeed, that he considers them 
essentially un-American. But at the same time 
they may be the only means by which an 
inflationary spiral will be headed off. 

Since one of the first things President 
Eisenhower did in 1953 was to remove economic 
controls set up in the Korean war, there can 
be no doubt that he issued this warning most 
reluctantly. 

On the issue of the National Guard, the 
President also stood his guns. He said flatly 
that he will not change the Defense Department 
order which requires six months of active duty 
of Guard members, effective April 1. Speak- 
ing as a military man, he asserted unequivocally 
that two training periods of shorter length 
would not serve the same training purpose. 

The Chief Executive was again emphatic 
on the subject of a replacement for Justice 
Reed. The Supreme Court, he said, was the one 
place where he did not consider political criteria. 
Favoring the elevation of judges whenever 
possible, he said the exceptions ought to be 
only in the case of outstanding members of 
the bar, as for example, an Elihu Root or a 
John W. Davis. 

If this rules out the current boom for At- 
torney General Brownell so much the better. 
Surely the President can find many more quali- 
fied men for our highest tribunal where the 
people’s liberties are so often at stake. 
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Cutting Into the Criminal Docket 

Notable progress in cutting the huge backlog 
of criminal cases pending in Circuit Court here 
has been achieved by Circuit Attorney Eagleton 
in his first month-in office. The total of pend- 
ing cases has been reduced from 706 to 507, a 
gain of 199 anda figure that Mr. Eagleton be- 
lieves sets some sort of a recent record. This 
is indeed encouraging. Criminal cases ought to 
be disposed of as expeditiously as can be—while 
witnesses are available and their memories are 
still fresh. A cluttered criminal docket leads 
to delay; and delay in turn leads to the frus- 
tration of justice. Statistically the new circuit 
attorney has made an excellent start. 
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When the Well Runs Dry 

What can Missouri dairy and livestock farm- 
ers do for themselves to provide their cattle 
with feed and water until the spring grass and 
the spring rains? Insofar as answers come out 
of the meeting here of many specialists in the 
National Association of Soil Conservation Dis- 
tricts they are at best partial answers. 

As Administrator Don A. Williams of the 
United States Soil Conservation Service sug- 
gests, the best time to.deal with a drouth emer- 
gency is in advance. Too many of the farm 
ponds that have been built throughout the 
drouth area generally, he points out, were 
geared to wet weather rather than dry. They 
were designed for area, to catch water, rather 
than for depth, to retain it. 

Mr. Williams says many farm ponds in the 
stricken region that were dug deep have con- 
tinued to supply water throughout the drouth. 
A program for improving existing farm ponds 
in Missouri and building new ones might, 
therefore, profitably concentrate, he thinks, on 
depths of as much as eight to 12 feet, varying 
according to soil types. 

So far as feed is concerned, Mr. Williams 
considers it too costly and too little likely of 
success to try to reseed permanent pasture on 
really dry land until moisture conditions become 
more favorable. Meanwhile he would favor 
interim attempts to get barley, rye or some 
other small grain to take hold well enough to 
provide temporary feed. 

In a disaster as pervasive as the continuing 
drouth, every little bit helps. But the inadequacy 
of the most that can be done should prove the 
necessity of planning ahead when it is raining 
and the crops lie high and green in the fields, 
to cushion the shocks that are sure to come 
when the well runs dry and the feed bin gath- 
ers dust. 
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Automobiles and the Police Board 

The new St. Louis Police Board's decision 
that department automobiles will be “for offi- 
cial use only” is a good one. If that policy is 
implemented faithfully, the new board ought to 
avoid the kind of embarrassment that touched 
the retiring board in this connection. 

The pity of the retiring board’s difficulties 
with regard to the use of automobiles is that 
these incidents may be remembered more than 
its good work. That board, headed by I. A. 
Long and including Joseph Glynn, Hermann 
Willer and Fielding H. Childress, gave St. Louis 
four years of first-class law enforcement, and 
for that its members earned the commendation 
of the community. 

What is more, the Long board functioned 
part of the time under pressure resulting from 
the lengthy investigation of “payoff” allegations 
against individual officers. No one was con- 
victed, but the Board itself took certain dis- 
ciplinary steps. It did so, however, in a calm 


and reasoned way with the result that the 
community did not lose confidence in its 
Police Department. Thanks in large part to the 
conduct of the Long board, the new board, 
headed by H. Sam Priest, has received a fine 
instrument for law enforcement of which St. 
Louls can be proud.

Holding the Line 


Gov. Blair is closing out an impressive first 
month in office. The new Governor's biennial 
message to the Legislature continued his sensi- 
ble approach to the problems of a state which 
needs better public services but cannot assess 
what it already has or what it can afford. 

The Governor had urged the Legislature to 
hold state appropriations to a one-year period, 
and to avoid new taxes, meanwhile permitting 
a thorough analysis of state needs and revenue. 
The budget message pursues this pragmatic ap- 
proach. In it Gov. Blair asks the legislators 
to hold up on any new programs or services 
until the state knows how to plan ahead. 

On this basis the Governor made only two 
specific legislative recommendations. One was 
for an enlarged Budget Office, which is abso- 
lutely necessary to provide the required study 
of state finances. This would cost relatively 
little and should pay large dividends in more 
efficient fiscal planning. 

His second recommendation was to add 100 
men to the State Highway Patrol to meet “our 
most pressing emergency—the slaughter on our 
highways.” In principle Gov. Blair supports 
the Auto Club’s plan to increase the State 
Patrol from 355 to 600 men. But in view of 
the budgetary perplexities, it is better to adopt 
a more modest increase for the moment. In any 
case, the patrol could not add more than 100 
men in one year. 

In proposing this “holding action” on new 
state programs, the Governor advises from his 
wealth of political experience that any case for 
new taxes must be genuine, and “the public 
must be convinced that it is in fact genuine.” 

Holding the line does not mean that the 
Legislature will have little to do this session. 
It can begin to plan ahead for new programs. 
It can adopt many reforms that require little 
or no additional expense: an earlier primary 
date, registration of lobbyists, new juvenile 
code, stronger driver's license law and so on. 
It can assist Gov. Blair in bringing order to 
fiscal planning. 

In one month the new Governor can point to 
other accomplishments. First is the appointment 
of an excellent St. Louis Police Board. He has 
appointed Circuit Judge Elmo C. Hunter to 
the Kansas City Court of Appeals. He has said 
he would reappoint Charles L. Henson who, 
at the age of 80, remains an outstanding mem- 
ber of the Public Service Commission. 


Gov. Blair has employed an informal and 
practical approach to public issues. He came 
to St. Louis to assure both police and public of 
strong law enforcement. -He went before a 
legislative committee—an almost unprecedented 
act for a Governor—to make a friendly appeal 
for better budgeting. This approach holds 
promise of improving state government in the 
years ahead. 
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189 Missouri Communities 

One hundred and eighty-nine Missouri com- 
munities at the very least, in addition to St. 
Louis and Kansas City, require new sewage 
facilities. Yet only 12 local projects have so 
far been certified under the 10-year federal-aid 
program enacted last year. These figures are 
from the Missouri Department of Health. They 
do not indicate a very vigorous start on an 
important and urgent problem. 


Grants up to $250,000 to help construct mu- 
nicipal sewage works are provided for in the 
1956 Act of Congress. Since money is the major 
deterrent in most communities—second perhaps 
in some to apathy bred by long-established habit 
-—this aid should produce action. For whether 
with federal aid or without it, American com- 
munities are going to have to quit polluting 
their—and the nation’s—waterways with un- 
treated sewage. 

The health danger involved, and the lesser 
damages to industrial development, have reached 
close to the intolerable point in many places. 
These debits will grow greater every year, with 
the population of the country increasing and 
expected to add 40,000,000 new citizens in the 
next 25 years. It is already late to be making 
a determined start. Communities which continue 
to procrastinate may find their delay more 
costly than the price of progress. 
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London and Paris Part at the Hem 

There has been plenty of talk—in fact, too 
much— since Suez about a deterioration of 
American relations with Britain and France. But 
since London and Paris were partners in that 
misadventure, it seemed a fair assumption that 
friendship between those two had grown warm- 
er. London’s kindly attitude toward the Euro- 
pean “common market” seemed proof of this. 

But now comes word that the London fashion 
designers are not following those of Paris. 
Paris says skirts shall be 16 inches from the 
floor. But London takes a divergent line and 
makes it 13 inches. It looks like a war of the 
designers, a campaign fought through the salons 
of the two capitals. 

On the other hand, it may only be an effort 
to prove to a too suspicious world that London 
and Paris are innocent of anything as nasty as 
secret collaboration. 
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To Improve Rat Control 

Health Commissioner J. Earl Smith says 
Teamsters’ Local 688 is trying to block changes 
in the city’s rat control law. This is true but 
the dispute does not concern these two parties 
alone; it is important to the whole city. 

Last year it was found that the Health Divi- 
sion was not enforcing the rat control ordinance. 
In response to a suit, Circuit Judge Ivan Lee 
Holt ordered enforcement of the law. He found: 

That Dr. Smith was no longer .enforcing 
the ordinance in many slum areas; that he 
was not conducting required inspections: 
that he had never prepared a clear budget 
for rat control and had, instead, lumped 
rat control funds with sanitation funds; 
and that, without seeking legal advice as 
to whether the action was proper, he had 
closed out the balance of the $40,000 revolv- 
ing fund established by ordinance and put 
the money into general revenue. 


Since the court ordered enforcement, Dr. 
Smith’s department has done a good job within 
its means of carrying on a rat control program. 
The problem is to see that this work is con- 
tinued, The Health Division seeks an amendment 
giving it more discretion to enforce rat control 
measures as it sees fit. The present law calls 
for inspections every 45 days and is too rigid; 
nevertheless, some reinspection ought to be 
required to make certain that rat-stoppage is 
being carried out. 

The Board of Aldermen should amend the 
ordinance but not without incorporating some 
reinspection requirement to make certain that 
rat control is carried on vigorously.

The Haven Still Needs Building 
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President has proposed moderate changes in immigration law 
to permit more aliens to seek refuge or new lives in America; 
this is “campaign promise four years Overdue,’ editorial says; 
asserts Mr. Eisenhower must force opponents to showdown.

Changes in the immigration law re- 
quested by President Eisenhower de- 
serve the careful attention of Congress. 
They are not as sweeping as those pro- 
posed in Democratic bills and they do 
not attempt to destroy the basic condi- 
tion of the present statutes, under 
which immigrants are chosen by quotas 
from their countries of origin. 

But the President’s proposals repre- 
sent a compromise between the new 
deal urged by Representative Celler 
and his associates and the stand-fast 
position of Repre- 
sentative Walter, 
co-author of the 
present law. He 
asks that national 
quotas be based 
upon the 1950 cen- 
sus rather than the 
1920 census. This 
would increase the 
annual number of 
immigrants by ap- 
proximately 65,000 
over the present 
maximum of 154,-

A more equitable 
distribution of the 
quota numbers also is requested. The 
quotas of those countries which do not 
send many immigrants now remain un- 
filled. The President asks that un- 
filled places be redivided at the end of 
every year, among nations which al- 
ways have more applications than their 
quotas can fill. 

Mr. Eisenhower asks also that the 
entry into this country of orphans for 
adoption be eased, and that fingerprint 
‘requirements for visas be eliminated. 
He points out the enormous waste of 
time now forced upon Congress by the 
large number of private bills for the 
relief of individual aliens now made 
necessary by our rigid laws. 

“Private immigration laws in recent 
years have accounted for more than 
one third of all enactments, both pub- 
lic and private,” his message continues, 
pointing out that all of these cases 
could be settled if authority is given 
the Immigration Service. 

The President does not propose to do 
away with the divided authority now 
vested in the State Department through 
its consuls and the Department of Jus- 
tice through the Immigration Service. 
He does not propose special legislation 
for the-Hungarian refugees now here 
on parole without permanent residence 
status, but asks for a blanket authority 
to admit refugees from Communist per- 
secution on a non-quota basis. Speaking 
of the Hungarians the President ex- 


plains: “Their admission to the United 
States as parolees does not permit per- 
manent residence or the acquisition of 
citizenship. 1 believe they should be 
given that opportunity under a law 
which deals both with the current es- 
capee problem and with any other like 
emergency which may hereafter face 
the free world.” 


The Administration's bill, which fs 
introduced in the House by Represen- 
tatives Keating and Hillings and in the 
Senate by Senator Watkins, remedies 
most of the more flagrant injustices of 
the McCarran-Walter Immigration Act 
without stepping too harshly on the 
prejudices of its sponsors. It will, nev- 
ertheless, face rough going in both 
Houses unless the President pushes it 
with zeal and his unmatched prestige. 


The bill must get through two com- 
mittees; one in the House headed by 
Representative Walter, one in the Sen- 
ate of which Mississippi's Eastland is 
chairman. Both these men have made 
their opposition public before hearings 
have even begun. They are prepared 
to fight it with delaying tactics, both 
of them saying that hearings cannot 
possibly be held before a couple of 
months. 


The President can urge committee 
Republicans to demand earlier hear- 
ings and he can use Vice President 
Nixon's first-hand knowledge of ref- 
ugee conditions to counter that of Mr. 
Walter. The proposed changes em- 
body a campaign promise now more 
than four years overdue, and given 
added urgency by the plight of thou- 
sands of Hungarians here who cannot be 
absorbed into their communities until 
the law gives them the status of res- 
idents. 

And, as the President duly notes, 
these are by no means the only ref- 
ugees whose plight we are morally ob- 
ligated to consider. Europe and Asia 
are choked with thousands of home- 
less and uprooted people. We cannot 
take all of them. Indeed we are pru- 
dently limiting ourselves to the able- 
bodied, the skilled and the healthy. But 
even these are inadmissible under the 
present law, except on parole. Except 
as a temporary expedient the parole 
system is a bad one, but its wide use 
now has had the good result of forcing 
a wide reconsideration of our whole 
immigration system. 

Now that the President has started, 
we urge him to push his proposals to a 
showdown with the obstructionists and 
to the victory he can win if he will use 
his great power and prestige to arouse 
the generous conscience of the nation. 


A Matter of British Pride 


W. Lionel Fraser in a Letter to The Times of London 


We do not need to pay regard to 
what .President Nasser thinks of us, 
nor indeed do we have to care much 
that it is acclaimed abroad by those 
who seek to pull us down that British 
influence in the world is zero, that we 
are finished and so on. All that will 
change. It has been like it before. 

But what dismays me is the view, 
which appears to gain increasing accept- 
ance by too many in our country, that 
.this low assessment is justified and 
that we are in fact a second-rate nation. 
My opinion is that the contrary is the 
case, and that we shall do well to resist 
this mesmerism with all our might. 

f we review our achievements and 
our contribution to world affairs, we 
are brought, I believe, to the conclu- 
sion that they entitle us to first-class 
ranking. In the economic field our 
record speaks for itself. More than one- 
half of the world’s trade is conducted 
in our currency, sterling. The commodi- 
ty markets, insurance, shipping, money 
and exchange markets, and the interna- 
tional banking system are all linked to 
gether in the City of London and pro- 
vide the most efficient service of its 


~ 


kind in the world for all to use, a mech- 
anism, a technique, which is unrivalled. 

And it is not sustained by mere 
wealth. It is based on trust, mutual con- 
fidence, and the power of good judg- 
ment and sound common sense. It is 
the moral worth of a nation which mat- 
ters more than anything else and there 
is no doubt that our fair play and char- 
acter still form the true foundation of 
our social and economic systems. 

In engineering, nuclear energy, air- 
craft design and construction, art, liter- 
ature, and many other spheres we more 
than hold our own, but my object is not 
just to chalk up our qualities. I am 
merely trying, in all modesty, to show 
that we have much to offer which the 
world needs, if-we will only allow our 
incorrigible and superb optimism and 
confidence to reassert themselves. The 
tasks ahead are tremendously difficult 
and they exclude complacency or leth- 
argy, but sunk in a bog of self-<deprecia- 
tion and accepting an unjust and unfair 
evaluation of ourselves, we shall be in 
grave danger of losing our resolution 
and with it the vision and creative 
ideas the hour now demands from us.

Walter Kanitz, an Austrian by birth, 
enlisted in the Foreign Legion when 
World War II broke out. He was dis- 
charged in 1941.

Kanitz gets through . describing the 
meanness, the hardship, and the stupid- 
ity of Legion life, he has only added

covered cap worn by Legionnaires in 
Africa, is an interesting study that 
sheds light on matters concerning 
which the French have not encouraged 
publicity. 

King Louis Philippe established the 
“Legion Etrangere” in 1831. In that 
year, 400 mercenaries of various na- 
tionalities were 
sent to Algeria. 
They were a poor 
and ragged lot, but 
they fought well 
and — as Mr. Ka- 
nitz emphasizes 
throughout his 
jg somewhat disorga- 
4% nized volume—they 
died well, Thus was 
established a tradi- 
tion that has con- 
| tinued. | 

Under its red- 
‘green banner, the 
Foreign Legion 
fought in Algeria 
and Morocco, which they wrested from 
a redoubtable enemy. They fought in 
Mexico, Italy, Indochina, Syria and Ma- 
dagascar. In World Wars I and II they 
were at the front. The Legion typical- 
ly suffered heavy losses, consuming an 
apparently inexhaustible supply of 
manpower that streamed into the 
corps’ central headquarters at Sidi-bel- 
Abbes. Between campaigns, they built 
roads and cities. 

The French gave recruits fair warn- 
ing of what they were getting into. Men 
who wanted to join the Legion got a 
day’s mandatory “cooling off” period 
before they could sign the contract. If 
they persisted, after being told they 
could expect a dog’s life and an un- 
marked grave at the end of it, with no 
thanks from anybody, then that was 
their own funeral. 

What the Legionnaire encountered, 
once he was in, is described in vivid 
detail by Mr. Kanitz, The Legionnafre 
was expendable. On campaign, in the 
burning desert and the jungles of Asia, 
he had to march or die. He could ex- 
pect no quarter from the savage foe 
and no mercy from his officers and 
non-coms,. In garrison, he was a penni- 
less cipher divorced from respectable 
associates. He was prey to drunkenness 
and wenching in the filthy native bor- 
dellos, and if he got through his five- 
year enlistment, it was a miracle. 

Still the Foreign Legion fought to the 
last man. This is the Legion’s tradition

area. 
Changes Expected. 

The Senate is expected to 
make some changes before ap- 
proving the resolution. 

Byroade was ambassador to 
Egypt during a period of criti- 
cal developments leading up to 
the Israeli-British-French _at- 
tacks on Egypt. He was shifted 
to South Africa last fall. 

He returned a few days ago 
for questioning by the commit- 
tees and to help the State De- 
partment prepare for a later 
committee review of Middle 
East policy over the last 11 
years. ' 

For nearly three hours yester- 
day, the committees questioned 
Joseph C. Green, ambassador to 
Jordan in 1952 and 1953. 

Some Senators said after- 
wards that Green expressed the 
view that the Eisenhower reso- 
lution would fall short of estab- 
lishing peace in the Middle East. 

They quoted him as saying a 
settlement of the Arab-Israeli 
dispute was vital to any solu- 
tion of the problem of peace in 
that area.

OTHING fascinates the 

figure-minded sports fans 

more than a few statistics, 
and the basketball fan is no 
exception. 

Some years ago, Yale’s 
Howard Hobson mathema- 
tically developed the value 
of possession of the ball in 
his book, Scientific Basket- 
ball, and now Sports Illus- 
trated’s basketball writer, 
Jerry Tax, takes it from 
there. 

Tax attacks the method of 
reporting games which sel- 
dom fails to give top billing 
to top scorers. He suggests a | 
new kind of box score to re- | 
place the present basic style 
of field goals, free throws, 
fouls and points. 

In Tax’s improved version, | 
the box score would show to- 
tal points, assists, rebounds 
and errors. By assigning the 
theoretical possession value 
of 1.4 points to rebounds and 
in a negative direction the 
same value to errors, it is 
simple, though tedious, to 
arrive at a figure represent- 
ing the player’s true value in 
a game. These points would 
be addded to the actual points 
scored and to the assists 
(worth one point each) to 
reach that true value figure. 

“If this kind of box score 
were used for college and pro 
games .. . fans would acquire 
a much sounder appreciation 
of the sport,” Tax writes. 

It’s a fine idea. It should 
take only one or two or three 
more statisticians in addition 
to the several already em- 
ployed to keep the present 
figures, and what’s a statis- 
tician more or less if the | 
fan gets what he wants’ 

In addition, the game itself 
is sometimes such a helter- 
skelter affair that it may re- 
quire a bunch of statistics to 
fully realize what happened. 
A basketball game can tend 
to defy the reporter trying to 
find a central theme or to 
portray the major aspects 
that decide the outcome. 
But, speaking of reporters, 
we hate to think what would | 
happen some places if this | 
more statistically sound box 
score were being made up. 
Sunday morning’s paper 
deadline just won't wait for 
a lot of multiplying, adding, 
subtracting and maybe a little 
long division. Even the pres- 
ent five, six or seven column 
box score occasionally comes 
from official hands looking 
like a mathematical night- 
mare. Just ask the publicity | 
man at DePaul.

For this discussion, errors 
will be disregarded because 
they are not available. Come 
to think of it, it would be a 
nice official score-keeping 
problem to introduce an error 
column, in addition to the 
foul column, because there 
would have to be constant 
quick judgment on whether 
the ball was lost because of 
team A player's fault or team 


B player’s alert defense. 
But with the latest N.B.A. 


| statistics at hand (as of Jan. 


29), you can see the differ- 
ence in team-value between 
simple point average anda 
combination of statistics in- 
corporating rebounds and as- 
sists and actual points. The 
sum of the rebounds, assists 


and points may be divided 
by the number of minutes 
Played to arrive at the 
earned point average. | 

Giving just one point for a 
rebound and one for an assist, 
this is what the league lead- 
ers would look like:

(making the pass that sets up 
the basket) gives him much 
greater standing in the E.P.A. 
column. 

You can find other startling 


Harry Gallatin, the great old 
pro of the New York Knick- 
erbockers, is far down the 
line in scoring average with 
15.7 points per game. But his 
E.P.A. is .97, ranking him 
close behind Pettit, Johnston 
and Lovellette. 

So all we need now is an- 
other battalion of statistic 
keepers and the reporters 
will: be in fine shape, like 
pretzels.

Greenglass was in the kitchen 
preparing the baby’s formula 
when two FBI agents knocked 
on the door. It was June 15, 
1950. Greenglass left the kitchen 
and opened the door. 

The agents showed their iden- 
tification. “We are trying to 
locate information on materials 
lost, misplaced or stolen at the 
Los Alamos project. You worked 
at Los Alamos, didn't you?” 

“Yes,” Greenglass said. “But 
I can’t help you. I know noth- 
ing about it.” 

The agents continued to ques- 


tion the ex-sergeant. Would he - 


have any objections if they 
looked around the apartment? 

“I have nothing to hide,” 
Greenglass persisted. “Go 
ahead.” 

A few minutes later one of 
the —_ left the apartment 
with 24 pictures of Greenglass 
and his wife. 

Harry Gold studied them. At 
last he said: “This is the man I 
contacted at Albuquerque.” 

For a time Greenglass pro- 
tested his innocence. But then 
like that of Fuchs and Gold, his 
part of the story finally spilled 
forth.

No one person 
had all the information, but 
when the FBI had gathered to- 
gether the parts, there was the 
clear picture of espionage later 
revealed in testimony in Fed- 
eral court.

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Anxiety in Hollywood Movie Studios 


Fewer Films Being Made, and TV Isn't Whole Trouble, Critic Finds—'Jackpot' Picture Is Goal

HOLLYWOOD. 
O the average tourist, look- 
ing around Los Angeles for 
tangible manifestations of 
fabulous “Hollywood,” it might 
seem ironic that there should 
be any question about the 
health, prosperity and perma- 
nence of the great film-produc- 
ing industry. Everything evi- 
dent to the sight-seer seems to 
indicate that all is well in these 

environs of make-believe. 

The vast metropolitan area 
spreading out from the famous 
street intersection at . Holly- 
wood and Vine is crowded with 
busy people. Thoroughfares 
and parking lots are jammed 
with cars, and Grauman’s Chi- 
nese Theater, just up the 
street, still exhibits in its con- 
crete-paved forecourt the im- 
mutable footprints of present 
and past movie stars. 

From all outward indications 
the huge film-producing stu- 
digs that dot the Los Angeles 
area are busy and formidable 
operations. Behind their guarded 
gates one may catch fascinating 
glimpses of neat buildings and 
mammoth outdoor sets. And 
the tourist who hangs around 
long enough will see some fa- 
miliar star buzz through the 
businesslike portals, with a 
magical nod to the guard. 


Likewise, the sight - seer 
cruising along the palm-bor- 
dered streets of Beverly Hills 
or up into the winding canyons 
will be struck by the elegance 
of the houses that belong to 
famous people in the film col- 
ony. One green-lawned show 
place after another sits serene- 
ly amid shrubs and swimming 
pols, and elegant cars stand in 
their driveways. 

At night, in such legendary 
spots as Romanoff’s and Cha- 
sen’s or the cabarets along the 
famous “Sunset Strip,” one is 
sure to see plenty of movie 
people — apparently having a 
wonderful time. 

But if the visitor is one of the 
privileged few who can gain ad- 
mittance to a studio he may be 
in for a shock. Especially if he 
has visited a studio before—say 
in 1946, which was a peak year 
in the fortunes of Hollywood. 
And if he is further privileged 
to talk candidly to people who 
know what’s going on, he may 
begin to feel as though he were 
in the midst of an ancient em- 
pire that is falling apart. 

What evidence of trouble can 
a visitor perceive, under expert 
and honest guidance, in a Hol- 
lywood studio? And what are 
the reasons why realistic people 
are concerned, as they have sel- 
dom been in other times of 
“crisis,” about the future of 
manufacturing films? 

Most noticeable to the ob- 
server is the limited amount of 
activity actually going forward 
in the huge studios. Plants cov- 
ering many acres that were 
built in the years before World 
War II to accommodate the pro- 
duction of a dozen or more 
films at a time are now consid- 
ered to be bustling if they have 


four pictures shooting at once.. 


One or two is more likely. Some 
big studios even go for weeks 
without a picture before the 
cameras. 
* . . 

S a consequence, these vast 

manufactories, which are 

the symbol of traditional 
Hollywood, look semi-deserted 
when you get inside. Traffic is 


. thin to nonexistent in the stu- 


dio streets, and long avenues 
of vacant sound stages echo to 
nothing more than the sighs of 
ghosts. 

Such obvious depopulation 
which has been achieved by a 
progressive series of layoffs of 
creative and technical employes, 
cannot help but be disquieting 
to those who remain. And it 
is a haunting suggestion of pos- 
sible things to come. 

These conditions are of course, 
entirely apart from the field 
concerned with the production 
of television shows, which is 
right now a burgeoning busi- 
ness in the geographical area 
of Hollywood. Fortunately for 
many of the technicians, stage- 
hands, writers, feature players 
and even second - magnitude 
stars who have been losing 
work in the old film studios, 
there has been television to 
provide more or less steady em- 
ployment and a continuing hold 
on their professional prestige. 

While the major motion pic- 
ture producing companies, with 
the exceptions of Walt Disney 
and Columbia, are slow in put- 
ting themselves wholeheartedly 
into the business of manufac- 
turing specifically for video, 
there are indications that most 
of them will be moving that 
way soon. Meanwhile, the 
proximity of producing facili- 
ties serving the competitive me- 
dium has helped to maintain a 
certain stability in the personal 
affairs of the people of Holly- 
wood. 

But all the other tokens of 
curtailed activity in Hollywood 
eannot be dismi rted 
as they are by the comparative 
figures on films produced and 
people employed now and 10 
years ago. Moreover, they are 
accompanied by other indica- 
tions of “trouble” for this com- 


‘munity. One is the multiplying 


evidence of. the flight of Ameri- 
can production abroad to take 
advantage of lower costs of ma- 
terials and labor and to obtain 
authentic “atmosphere.” 

A few weeks ago, for in- 
stance, 16 out of a total of 43 
films being produced for distri- 
bution by. American companies 
were being made in foreign 
countries. It is true that some 
of these might be brought back 
for final shooting of interiors 
and the like in Hollywood. But 
the number is a fair demonstra- 
tion of the ent decentraliza- 
tion of film-making. 

Disturbing, too, are predic- 
tions such as have recently been 
made by men well placed in the 
field of exhibition, to the effect

tled people in this community. 
The implications of these pre- 
dictions are not as ominous as 
they sound; but the very 
thought that 5000 theaters may 
no longer be outlets for films is 
shocking indeed to those who 
do not reflect upon the small 
proportion of total revenue they 
now return. 


Equally bewildering and up- 
setting are the intimations that 
all is not serene. at the top 
level of some of the largest 
companies. Within the year 
there have been major changes 
of control and management at 
Warner Brothers and R-K-O, 
and Darryl F. Zanuck has 
stepped down as head of pro- 
duction at Twentieth Century- 
Fox. The consequences of these 
changes still remain to be seen. 

More recent and even more 
disquieting have been the up- 
heavals that have occurred in 
the executive alignment at 
Loew's, Inc., and its studio, 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. The sud- 
den surprise resignation of Ar- 
thur M. Loew as president of 
Loew's, Inc., and the subse- 
quent removal of Dore Schary 
as head of production at the 
studio have struck the com- 
munity as evidence that the big 
companies are now being run 
more or less at the command 
of the “bankers,” who have al- 
ways been regarded with mis- 
givings and suspicion in Holly- 
wood. 

Meanwhile, with rifts appear- 
ing in the structure and opera- 
tions of the major companies, a 
new group of independent pro- 
ducers has come along with 
problems of their own. This 
group, which consists in large 
part of producers, directors and 
actors who were formerly with 
the major studios and now, for 
a number of economic and tax 
reasons, are running their own 
producing units, is primarily 
oppressed with anxieties as to 
what sort of pictures will pull 
and please the public these 


days. 

And that, of course, is the 
question oppressing everyone. 

Contrary to the general im- 
pression, television has not been 
entirely responsible for the 
dilemmas confronting the pro- 
ducers of theatrical films. Cer- 
tainly the growth of home tele- 
vision over the past 10 years 
has been the outstanding reason 
for the distress of the old mo- 
tion-picture industry. The pres- 
ence of some 40,000,000 tele- 
vision sets in American homes, 
dishing up free entertainment 
that you don’t have to leave the 
house to see, is formidable com- 
petition for movie theaters. But 
it was the conjunction of this 
spread of television with other 
factors that has caused the 
strain. 

One was the great flow of 
urban population to the suburbs 
following World War II. The 
movement of new American 
families into their own houses, 
outside the major population 
centers, probably would have 
hurt the theaters anyhow. 
Coupled with the availability of 
television, it made downtown 
movie-going an unnecessary 
task. “I haven't been to a 
movie in six months” became 
an expression heard on all sides. 

. - + 


SECOND simultaneous fac- 
A tor was the separation of 

theaters and the film-pro- 
ducing companies with which 
they had been associated, under 
the force of Government anti- 
trust decree. This major dis- 
ruption in the economic organi- 
zation of the motion picture in- 
dustry encouraged and justified 
the producing companies in 


’ turning out fewer films. 


Meanwhile, the growth of 
television did not discourage 
movie-going to the extent that 
the manufacture of pictures was 
entirely unprofitable. It simply 
brought about radical changes 
in the public's susceptibility to 
films exhibited in_ theaters. 
With television providing a 
flood of entertainment of the 
sort that was previously ex- 
tended in the run of “program” 
films, the theatrical popularity 
of such roytine stuff rapidly de- 
clined. But the response to ex- 
ceptional pictures ame bet- 
ter, by and large, than it had 
ever been. Pictures the public 
decided it wanted to see, for 
one reason or another, were— 
and are — warmly patronized. 
Those with no magic magnetism 
are stayed away from in droves. 

This phenomenon of keen 
discrimination, for which all 
the circumstances may be 
thanked, is the fundamental 


reason for the problems and 
anxieties of Hollywood today. 
Nobody can be certain which 
pictures will ‘‘go” and which 
will not, which will capture the 
public’s eager fancy and which 
will turn out to be dismal 
“dogs.” And with costs of pro- 
duction steadily rising, with 
stories more difficult to find 
and with the stars who are 
thought to be insurance at the 
box office increasingly hard to 
obtain, the manufacture of 
movies has become a big and 
dangerous gambling game. It is 
no wonder producers § are 
nervous and fewer pictures are 
being made. 


Throughout the Hollywood 
community, among big produc- 
ers and small, the one driving 
ambition today is to make what 
they call the “jackpot” film. 
That is to say, they are all 
shooting for the picture — the 
“blockbuster” — that ‘will be a 
tremendous attraction and make 
big profits for all. This point- 
ing for the “jackpot” is more 
desperate than It has ever been 
because the pictures that do 
not hit it usually end up in 
the red. There are very few 
“in-betweeners,” pictures that 
just’ break even or pick up a 
little profit, in these times. 

The urge to make a “block- 
buster” is evident in the num- 
ber of big, lengthy films that 
have been a conspicuous part 
of motion picture production 
recently. Such outsized enter- 


tainments as “Giant,” “War 
and Peace,” “Around the World 
in 80 Days,” and “The Ten 
Commandments” indicate the 
belief that one way to over- 
whelm the customers is to give 
them a long, long film. 


But, contrary to a popular 
notion, all minds in Hollywood 
do not run in a single channel. 
There are also producers who 
feel that size and spectacular 
material are not the ~ only 
touchstones to the “jackpot” 
films. Indeed, there are those 
who argue that the demands of 
the giant screens for panoramic 
material have induced a trend 
toward essentially “action” 
films. These, by their robust 
nature, have always been less 
appealing to women than to 
men. As a consequence, argue 
these theorists, the feminine 
audience, which is generally 
recognized as the hard core of 
movie-goers, has inadvertently 
been alienated. Women, of 
course, are presumed to prefer 
intimate and romantic films. 
Thus, these theortsts—and they 
are many—believe the way to 
attract more customers is to put 
more “heart” in pictures. The 
“heart” school is gaining 
strength these days. 


In this grim and anxious hunt 
for material, there are those 
who are equally convinced that 
the contemporary audience is 
responsive to pictures that are 
thematically bold and frank. 
They point to the success of 


such pictures as “The Moon Is 
Blue” and “The Man with the 
Golden Arm” and “Baby Doll” 
as proof that the public will 
accept subjects either prohibit- 
ed or limited by the screen's 
production code. 


One further production di- 
lemma in which Hollywood is 
caught is that of casting pic- 
tures with sufficiently popular 
stars. There is a current sup- 
position, which the Hollywood 
people say is passed along from 
the theater operators to “the 
boys in the New York offices” 
to themselves, that there are 
no more than 10 or a dozen 
personalities in movies who 
have the magic power to fetch 
patrons into theaters for pic- 
tures they wouldn't otherwise 
see. These, they maintain, are 
the personalities the exhibitors 
demand. 

. + o 


O, while thoughtful, enlight- 
S ened producers insist the old 

“star system” is obsolete and 
offer abundant examples to 
show that stars alone cannot 
make a* “hit” film, they find 
themselves clamoring fiercely 
to cast their pictures with one 
or more stars from that flexible 
list of supposed favorites. Most 
frequently mentioned on it are 
William Holden, Marlon Bran- 
do, Gary Cooper, Audrey Hep- 
burn, Marilyn Monroe, Susan 
Hayward, Cary Grant, James 
Stewart, John Wayne and Bing 
Crosby. The presence of one of 
these “names” in a picture will 
add a million dollars to its 
gross, the “smart boys” say— 
provided the picture is a “good” 
one. If it isn't, it won't be 
helped at all by “names.” 


Since these stars are them- 
selves mostly placed in their 
own corporate set-ups, through 
which they usually demand 
some percentage of the gross or 
profits of every film in which 
they play, the matter of paying 
one of them (even if a producer 
can get one) is formidable. A 
typical demand is $250,000 sal- 
ary and 10 per cent of the prof- 
its of the film. The only hope 
of making money with one of 
these people is to hit that “jack- 
pot.” 


Once he has become aware 
of ‘all these changes, the tourist 
inside a studio today begins to 
understand the aspect of defla- 
tion, the air of suppressed anx- 
iety. Hollywood is far from 
feeling the boastfulness or 
brashness of the old days. It 
is on the horns of a dilemma, 
that of falling (or fluctuating) 
business and rising costs, and it 
is frantically trying to find a 
formula for readjusting the im- 
balance. 


Thus, while surrounding Los 
Angeles prospers and grows 
bigger every day, while a few 
“picture people” make big 
money because they are in great 
demand, while the homes of 
Beverly Hills still look lush 
and there is an air of bustle 
and prosperity around the tele- 
vision studios, the film colony 
which makes movies for the 
theaters is wrapped in melan- 
cholia. 


Thoughtful observers suspect 
they are witnessing a dissolu- 
tion of the expansive, expensive 
and elaborate system embraced 
in the bright name “Holly- 
wood.”

F SOMEONE were to write a 

20-volume opus on contract 

bridge bidding he still 
wouldn't be able to cover the 
field. Much of the fun of con- 
tract is found in the opportuni- 
ties it provides for new, not 
previously encountered, but 
beautifully logical bidding in- 
ferences. 

Today's slam hand was met in 
the National Championships 
held in New Orleans last De- 
cember. Six was reached at 
about half of the tables. Of the 
successful pairs, some of them 
had no trouble getting there 
because of an optimistic open- 
ing two bid which turned out 
well. Here’s the hand and the 
bidding sequence we admired.

opponents already passed there 
was no necessity to pre-empt, 
with four spades on the South 
cards. We also agree with the 
majority of Souths who decided 
that the hand did not quite 
warrant an opening two bid. 
However, whenever South did 
open with two spades the North 
player had no problem in get- 
ting to six. 


On the actual bidding we 
are reporting North, at match 
points, could do naught but re- 
spond with one no-trump. South 
may have been opening on a 
light hand for a part score and 
North’s nine points — despite 
two aces—were not enough to 
hang South with a two no- 
trump response. But when 
South rebid four spades, North 
now knew South had a huge 
hand of near two bid propor- 
tions and with solid spades, and 
felt further action was in order. 

North's five spade bid set 
South thinking furiously. North 
had seen fit to pass originally 
and respond only one no-trump 
and yet had suddenly become 
slam conscious. If North had 
the values to try for slam and 
had only one ace, his slam try 
would surely have taken the 
form of cue bidding that par- 
ticular ace. Thus it followed 
that the seemingly vague bid of 
five spades was anything but 
vague; it surely had to show 
possession of two aces. Marking 
his partner with two aces, 
South’s six bid was easy. 

This particular pair was fur- 
ther rewarded for their good 
bidding by not getting a club 
lead. They made seven for @ 
tle for top on the board.

Recipes From Germany and France, Plus Old Fashioned Buckwheat Cakes

done to our younger gener- 
ation is broaden their hori- 
zons, gastronomically speaking. 
Every now and then I get a re- 
quest from a young man back 
from Germany or some other 
foreign country, asking for the 
recipe for some dish which he 
tried and fell in love with. 
The other day it was Kaiser- 
schmarrn, which means Emper- 
or’s omelet, but which is really 
more of a fancy pancake than 
an omelet. This young man had 
eaten it Snaupetanine 
Since there was no place to get 
it in this country, the obvious 
solution was to make it himself. 
I dug him up the recipe, he 
made it, and pronounced it a 
great success, which only goes 
to substantiate a truth which I 
have been propounding for 
some years in this column. The 
best way for any man to get 
the dish he wants is to get the 
recipe, go to work and make 


.it himself. 


Anyway, Kaiserschmarrn is a 
good thing to know about for a 
- a rn supper. Here’s how you 

o it: 


Combine four egg yolks with 
two and a half tablespons of 
sugar, seven eighths of a cup 
of milk, a cup of well sifted 
flour and an eighth of a tea- 
spoon of salt, Mix it well until 
it makes a smooth paste. Have 
the four egg whites beaten 
stiffly, and fold them carefully 
into the other mixture. 


Now in a large pan or skillet 
melt a tablespoon of butter and 
pour in one fourth of your mix- 
ture. It should not be thinner 
(or thicker) than a quarter of 
an inch. Fry it slowly on a 
low flame and let it puff. When 
it is delicately brown, turn it 
and cook it on the other side. 
Don’t cook it so long that it gets 
dry. 

Now take two forks and tear 
bits of the schmarrn off in 
pieces about as big as a quarter. 
Keep on until it is all torn up. 
Fry three moré the same way 
and do the same thing. Put 
each torn-up schmarrn on a 
plate sprinkled with vanilla- 
flavored powdered sugar (made 
by keeping a vanilla bean in a 
jar of powdered sugar) and 
leave it there until the others 
are cooked. Then put a couple 
of tablespoons of butter in the 
skillet, add the torn schmarrn, 
and three tablespoons of Sul- 
tana raisins which have . been 
washed and dried. Sprinkle it 
all with powdered sugar and 
stir it around in the skillet until 
all is well heated, which will

Remove the 
pancake to a hot platter and 
sprinkle it liberally with pow- 
dered sugar and cinnamon. 
Then squeeze the juice of half 
a lemon over it, cover it with 
jelly and roll it up and serve 
it to four delighted people.

eggs, but you don't get buck- 
wheat cakes much-any more, 
There’s a packaged buckwheat 
flour that isn’t bad, but still 
‘far short of the real thing. 
If you want to see what buck- 
wheat cakes really are, try 
this: 

Soften a fourth of a cake of 
compressed yeast in a fourth of 
a cup of warm water. Then mix 
together well two cups of buck- 
wheat flour, three tablespoons 
of corn meal, two teaspoons of 
sugar, a teaspoon of salt and 
three and one fourth cups of 
warm water. When it’s mixed 
add the yeast. Then set it 
aside and let it rise all night. 

Next morning, add a table- 
spoon of dark molasses, a tea- 
spoon of baking powder and a 
fourth of a teaspoon of baking 
soda. Stir it gently. Fry the 
cakes on a hot griddle while 
the sausage is sizzling in the 
skillet, and have ready plenty 
of butter and molasses.

I hate to see people throwing 
their most precious possession 
to the winds; as they might, 
having just made a withdrawal 
from the bank, stand in front 
of it tossing away new, crisp 
hundred dollar bills. And yet, 
how often do we actually toss 
away our God-given time! 

Today’s column is addressed 
to the healthy: I think you 
should learn to become TIME- 
MISERS. Learn to live on 1440 
minutes a day. And the only 
way you can learn to do so is 
to become aware of your mor- 
tality. In other words, most of 
us live as if we were going to 
be here for 1000 years. We 
spend time like the multimil- 
lionaire who can spend thou- 
sands foolishly—in fact, throw 
it away—and still not become 
bankrupt.

You will take frequent vaca- 
tions. You will learn to reserve 
time for your children as they 
grow and not be &@ stranger to 
them when they become adults. 
You will see your wife more 
frequently and not consign her 
to being a golf or lodge widow. 

You will schedule your day 
so you do not waste your min- 
utes. You will Igarn to take 
naps in the afternoon or before 
dinner, You will get up an hour 


earlier than usual so that your 
ND 
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whole day will not be spent in 
“eatching up.” 

The greatest antidote against 
tension is working out a pro- 
gram that refuses to put you 
at the mercy of time. I believe 
that one tension filled day after 
another is what is making us 
into a people unnecessarily laid 
low by hypertension, ulcers, 


diabetes and coronary attacks. 
Keep reminding yourself ev- 
ery day that all you have that 
day is 1440 minutes. You will 
find that you become Time’s 
master rather than its slave. 
The really, wealthy and hap- 
py man is the one who learns

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how best to spend 1440 minutes | 
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THEREFORE, let me give 
you a few pointers that have 
come out of all of these obser- 
vations.
